WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
weekend’s disturbances caused 
an estimated $13.3 million in 
property damage in the nation’s 
capital, the District government 
reported Tuesday, as Washing­ 
ton remained under guard by 
14,000 federal troops. 
The estimates did not include 
the value of household effects, 
equipment and business invento­ 
ries.

Most heavily damaged was 
the 14th Street corridor, reach­ 
ing within two blocks of the 
White House. The 14th Street 
corridor had 158 buildings dam 
aged. 80 residents, and 275 com­ 
mercial establishments for a to­ 
tal figure of $6.6 million 
The 7th Street corridor sus­ 
tained estimated damage of $4.2 
million 
Other hard-hit areas were 
along North Capitol Street and a

U.S., Reds Are in Touch About 
Alternate Locations for Talks 


THURMONT, Md. (AP) - 
President Johnson said today 
the United States is in touch 
with North Vietnam about alter­ 
native sites which could be con­ 
venient to both sides for prelim­ 
inary peace talks. 
“ We are in agreement with 
our allies.” Johnson added, 
“ and are prepared for ambassa­ 
dorial contacts just as soon as 
arrangements can be complet­ 
ed” 
Johnson spoke to newsnmn 
briefly after a breakfast t’onfer 
ence with KlLsworth Bunker, 
U 
ambar sador to South Viel- 
lidrn, and other .-**nior advisers 
at Camp David near this town 
of 3,tXM) persons. 
Johason disclosed Monday an 
official respoasc' from Hanoi to 
his bid for direct contacts to get 
talks going between the oppos­ 
ing sides in the Vietnam war 
The United States originally 
proposed Geneva as the place 
for U.S. and North Vietnamese 
envoys to get together, while 
North Vietnam proposed Phom 
Penh, the capital of Cambodia. 
Johnson did not disclose what 
alternative places the United 
States had suggested to Hanoi 
in the new U.S. exchange with 
North Vietnam. 
Bunker, 
who arrived 
this 
morning at Andrews Air F^orce 
Base. Md., outside the nation’s 
capital, flew by helicopter to the 
camp. He was accompanied by 
Secretaiy of State Dean Rusk, 
SecTetary of Defense Clark M. 
Clifford, and Gen. Earle G. 
Wheeler, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. 
In announcing the meeting 
Monday, Johnson disclosed the 
receipt of a fomiiil reply from 
Hanoi to his expressed willing­ 
ness to undertake preliminary’ 
diplomatic contacts with repre­ 
sentatives of tliat Communist 
regime. 
‘‘We shall be trying,” he .said, 
“ to work out promptly a time 
and a place for talks.” 
By talks, Johnson did not 
mean a full-scale peace parley. 
Hanoi thus far has signaled that 
its initial interest is in gaining a 
promise tliat the United States 
will lialt unconditionally all 
bombing of North Vietnam “ and 
all other acts of war’’ against 
that country. 
The Camp David conferenc'e 
came against a backdrop of dip­ 
lomatic feiK'ing in which the 
North Vietnamese government 


has implied that the next move 
is Johnson's. 
Foreign Minister Nguyen Duy 
Trinh of North Vietnam told 
correspondent Charles Colling- 
wood of the Columbia Broad­ 
casting Svstem in an interview- 


broadcast last Saturday: 
“ In the course of this (initial) 
contact the American side will 
specify the date when the un­ 
conditional cessation of the U.S. 
bombing raids and all other ads 
of war agaiast the Democratic 


Republic of Vietnam will be­ 
come effective; then the two 
sides will reach agreement on 
the date, place and level of the 
formal talks between the Demo­ 
cratic Republic of Vietnam and 
the United States.”

6 1,000 Guardsmen 
Deployed to Cities

Some 61,(XX) National Guards­ 
men and Army troops were de­ 
ployed in the nation’s trouble- 
wracked cities today to curb the 
spasms of violence that have 
shaken the urban centers since 
the death of Dr. Martin Luther 
King Jr. 
An additional 1,900 fedaal 
troops dispatched to Baltimore 
• Monday helped hold a steadily 
tightening grip on the city to­ 
day. Fires and looting dimin­ 
ished but an outbreak of sniping 
added new worry. 
Ohio Gov. James A. Rhodes 
sent some 1,800 guardsmen to 
Cincinnati and Youn^town as 
the two cities were added to the 
growing list of areas hit by ra­ 
cial turmoil. 
In Cincinnati a white college 
teacher was dragged from his 
car and stabbed to death Mon­ 
day night at the height of rioting 
in several Negro sections of the 
city. 
The death brought to 28 the 


number of known dead in five 
days of rioting in dozens of cit­ 
ies. All but four of the dead 
were Negroes. More than 1,6(X) 
have been injured and mwe 
than 10,0(X) arrested. 
The death toll included 11 in 
Chicago, 6 in Washington, 5 in 
Baltimore, 2 in the Detroit area 
and one each in Cincinnati, Min­ 
neapolis, Memphis and Talla­ 
hassee, Fla.

TF]L AVIV (AP) — Israeli 
military sources threatened Jor­ 
dan today with more hit-and-run 
raids if .Arab commandos con­ 
tinue their sabotage raids in Is­ 
rael and areas 
the Israelis 
seized in the 1967 war. 
The Israeli army said it exer­ 
cised the right of hot pursuit 
Monday for the first time after 
troops caught a band of Arab 
commandos in the Negev Desert 
and cliased them 20 miles into 
Jordan. Military sources said it 
was likely the Israelis would use 
the same tactics again if the oc­ 
casion arose. 
In Monday’s action, helicop­ 
ters flew the Israeli troops into 
Jordan to attack a commando 
headquarters. The Israeli army 
said its troops withdrew after 
inflicting a number of casualties 
and blowing upa house. 
Jordan claimed that the Israe­ 
lis attempted an invasion with 
armored vehicles and helicopter 
troops “covered by a thick um­ 
brella of Israeli jets” but were 
chased back. An Israeli army 
spokesman said this was “ ridic- 
uloie—there were definitely no 
armor or planes involved, only 
a few helicopters.”

said goodbye today to Dr. Mar­ 
tin Luther King Jr.. whose 
taped voice dramatically key­ 
noted his formal funeral ser­ 
vice: “ Say that I was a drum 
major for justice.” 
The audience of 1.3(X) persons 
assembled in P^benezer Baptist 
Church was still as the taped 
excerpt from one of King’s la.st 
.sermons rumbled across the 
room in that familiar oratorical 
voice that has aroused thou­ 
sands. 
“ If you want to say that I was 
a drum major, say that I was a 
drum major for justice. Say 
that I was a drum major for 
freedom,” said King in the .ser­ 
mon in which he said he had 
been thinking of his own funer­ 
al. 
Senators, 
governors, 
civil 
rights leaders, religious figures 
and others—led by Vice Presi­ 
dent Hubert Humphrey, repre­ 
senting the White House—sat in 
the audience. So did Black Pow­ 
er advocate Stokely Carmichael 
—and three robed Negroes with 
shaven heads. 
Outside, a crowd estimated by 
police at 50.(XX) stood for blocks 
around and as the service went 
on. they began a funeral march. 
“ FN’ery now and then I think 
about my owh funeral,” said the 
King tape. 
“ Tell them not to mention 
that I have a Nobel peace prize. 
That's not important. 
. Men­ 
tion that day that Martin Luther 
King Jr. tried to give his life . . . 
tried to love somebody. . . that I 
tried to love and serve humani- 
fy . . . ” 
His words came as the climax 
to a quiet dignified service. Min­ 
utes later the body in its bronze 
casket was carried outside the 
red brick church and placed on 
a farm wagon drawn by two 
mules. 
Humphrey arose and leaned 
over to offer condolences to 
Mrs. King, who earlier had re­ 
ceived words of comfort from 
Mrs. John P". Kennedy, the wi­ 
dow of another as.sa.ssinated 
leader. 


On the streets outside crowds 
had gathered hours in advance, 
so dense that it was almost im­ 
possible for anyone to move. Oc­ 
casionally there were shouts 
and shoving and—when people 
like Mrs. Kennedy and New 
York’s Gov. Nelson A. Rockefel­ 
ler arrived—cheering.

‘ PYom time to time we close 
out and begin new operations,” 
one senior officer on Gen. Wil­ 
liam C. Westmoreland's staff 
said. 
In the five operations, some of 
them b^un last year and others 
launched as recently as a month 
ago, 183 Americans were killed 
and 1,358 wounded, the U.S. 
Command said, while South 
Vietnamese, 
Australian 
and 
Thai troops suffered light cas­ 
ualties. 


Among the operations was the 
biggest Allied offensive of the 
war—Quyet Thang, or Resolved 
to Win, in which some 50,(XX) 
U.S. and South Vietnamese 
troops combed the jungles and 
villages 
in

provinces 
around Saigon to prevent a re­ 
newal of the Tet offensive 
against the capital.

Professional Women’s dinner 
recently at Bothwell Hotel, 
telling in a most interesting 
manner of her trip to Holland 
last summer. She explained she 
was representing Sedalia in the 
American 
Field 
Service 
program of exchange students. 
The Dutch enjoy working she 
said, and have very little social 
life. She said she never worked 
so hard in her life, and told of 
how she thought she had done 
such a good job cleaning her 
room by moving the furniture 
and cleaning thoroughly but, 
“ Mama” didn't like that way of 
cleaning, so she cleaned it over, 
taking all the furniture out of 
the room. 
Still a Luxury 
About a fifth of the families 
in Holland have television and 
about a fifth have cars. Her 
family watched television only 
one hour from 8 to 9 p.m. and 
only one program, she said, to 
keep it special. 
She felt that her family got 
acquainted with her as they 
should, only two came to meet 
her at a time, instead of all at 
once, since she didn’t know the 
language and everything was 
strange she thought this method 
was good. In the family were 
three boys and two girls, but 
one boy was married and 
another was in Australia. The 
home 
was 
large 
and 
comfortable, she said, and they 
owned 160 acres of land, which 
is a lot of land in Holland. 
Every Dutch woman takes 
great pride in flowers, and they 
are the same kinds of flowers 
that we have here. Lois had 
many slides, and several of 
them showed the flowers. Each 
house has a name and they are 
identified by the name, not 
numbers like we do. 
There are still wooden shoes, 
windmills, tulips and delft blue 
dishes. She had a pair of the 
wooden shoes which were made 
for her. There were 10,000 
windmills in Holland a few 
years ago, now there are only 
900 but the Historical Society 
has started taking them over 
and some have been made into 
restaurants. People can tell 
some of the events of the life in 
Holland such as births, deaths, 
divorce, by the way the blades 
are turned on the windmills, 
Lois told the group. 
Each town has its own 
architecture, she said. Some of 
the older people still wear the 
typical Holland clothes but they 
do not like for tourists to take 
pictures: “ Why are you spying 
on me,” they ask. “ I’m not 
different, 
you’re 
different.” 
But she managed, when she 
didn’t know this, to take a 
picture of a woman in a long 
dress, wearing wooden shoes 
and riding a motorscooter.

“ Hitch,” said the actor, who 
is president of the Academy of 
Motion F*icture Arts and Sci^ 
ences, “ I’m pleased to inform 
you that the board of governors 
has voted you the Thalberg 
Awards. We all feel that this is 
something that has been long 
.overdue.” 
After expressing his pleasure 
with the honor, the director res­ 
ponded in the typical Hitchcock 
manner; “ You know, Greg, this 
is the sort of thing they give you 
just before you die.” 
Wednesday night, the still- 
lively Alfred Hitchcock will ap­ 
pear at the Santa Monica Civic 
.Auditorium to claim his Irving 
G. Thalberg Award “ for consist­ 
ent high level of productions.” 
.The event will make amends for 
^ long-time oversight. 
Hitchcock has been nominated 
four times for the directorial 
.Oscar — “ Rebecca” 
1940, 
“ Spellbound” 
(1945), 
“ Rear 
Window” (1954) and “ Psycho” 
,0960). But, as he points out, he 
has “ always been the brides­ 
maid.” Even in 1940, when “ Re­ 
becca” was chosen best picture, 
the director’s award went to 
John Ford for “ Grapes of 
Wrath.” 
Honors have come late to 
Hitchcock. Last month the Di- 
'Vectors Guild of America gave 
‘him the cherished D. W. Griffith 
award for his long list from film 
àchievements. 
The best news about Hitch­ 
cock is that he is once more pre- 
' j^aring a film. He talked about it 
“ in his office at Universal City:

It is hard for 
me to sign writers who will

“ The average writer wfftes

‘fe fantasy, but because it is 
‘truer to life when done with a 
light touch. 
“ When you mention murder, 
most writers begin to think in 
low-key terms, But that’s not 
Ithe way murder usually occurs.

’kmusing. Many murderers are 
Very attractive persons; they 
nave to be in order to attract 
their victims. If they are after

Usually 3 to 12 of the big 
bombers fly a mission, and the 
B52s dropped a total of 59,542 
tons of bombs, or more than 
half the total tonnage that 
rained down.

WASHINGTON — During the summer of 1964, 
Dr Martin Luther King came to my home to dLscu.ss 
the civil rights troubles in Mississippi and the 
question of solving them through a peaceful 
economic boycott 
We talked of the tactics of 
Mahatma 
Gandhi, 
who 
had 
helped 
bring 
independence to India. 
In many ways. King reminded me of Gandhi The 
similarity seems even greater today. 
I had gone to Gandhi’s jail in Poona, during one of 
his 
frequent 
incarcerations 
by 
the 
British 
government because he was urging boycott against 
British goods. Lord Lloyd refused to let me in. He 
talked with mingled criticism and respect about the 
“spindly-legged, little pain-in-the-neck to the British 
empire” 
That spindly-legged little man was assassinated in 
1948 by a Hindu fanatic But he had already won his 
great goal — independence for India. 
Martin Luther King, another staunch believer in 
nonviolence, will probably win more as a result of 
his violent death than he could have achieved in life. 
He had been considered too reasonable, too 
pacific, by young Negro radicals. And just as the 
British aristocracy considered Gandhi a pain in thè 
neck, 
so 
the 
Southern 
white 
establishment 
considered MarUn Luther King 
They tolerated him, as a pacific, misguided 
trouble-maker, 
not 
realizing 
that 
the 
Negro 
revolution was moving much faster than King 
himself — so fast that he could not keep it under 
control 
—History of Violence— 
King’s death, in the eyes of Negroes, culminates a 
long history of Southern violence in which they have 
been on the receiving end. There was the lync hing of 
the 
young 
Chicago 
Negro, 
Emmett Till, 
in 
Mississippi in 1955; the shooting of Lt. Col. Lemuel 
Penn, the Washington, D. C., Negro reserve officer 
enroute from training in Georgia in 1964; the 
murder of Mrs. Viola Liuzzo, while driving Negro 
members of the Selma March in 1965; the killing of 
three civil rights workers in Philadelphia, Miss., by 
members of the sheriff’s office; the bombing of 20 
homes and churches in McComb, Miss., in the 
summer of 1964; and the shooting from ambush of 
Medgar Evers, the NAACP leader in Jackson. Miss. 
Those 
responsible 
for 
these 
murders went 
unpunished. And Byron De la Beckwith, twice tried 
for the murder of Evers and twice getting off with 
hung juries, actually ran for lieutenant governor of 
Mississippi and received a sizable vote. 
Recently there have been healthy improvements 
in the Negro’s status in the South. Charles Evers, 
brother of Medgar, ran for Congress in Jackson, 
Miss., and, though defeated, paid tribute to the 
fairness of the election. 
The Klan, responsible for some of the worst 
atrocities in the South, has ebbed and flowed in 
strength. As I look back on it. I was foolish to ac'cept

Rep. Gerald Ford of Michigan, the GOP house 
leader who has demonstrated his ability to line up 
Republican votes almost at will, did not lift a finger 
to change a single vote. One vote change could have 
got the civil rights bill out of committee, but Ford 
did not lift that finger. It remains there as of today. 
Perhaps, now that Martin Luther King is dead, it 
will be voted out 
Martin Luther King preached in the National 
Cathedral on the Sunday before he was killed. The 
cathedral’s dean. 
Francis Sayre, 
grandson of 
Woodrow Wilson, and most of the clergymen in the 
nation’s capital have been ahead of the rest of the 
nation on human rights. But for years the massive 
and ornate cathedrals of America were cold and 
aloof when it came to the plight of Negroes. They 
did not hold out a helping hand. 
And one of the last proposals of Martin Luther 
King before he did was to permit welfare recipients 
to occupy the pulpits of Negro churches on May 5 to 
explain the plight of the poor. 
Perhaps, if this last wish of Dr. King is now 
granted, the Congress of the United States, which 
has just seen the Senate rush through a big profit 
bonanza for textile manufacturers in the form of 
import quotas, might also think more generously 
about health, education and welfare for those who 
never cut a coupon dr cashed a stock dividend. 
The lobbyists for iron, steel and oil have been 
waiting to pass more import quotas to help swell the 
profits of their industries. Martin Luther King, in 
death, could be the silent lobbyist to shame

A study of captured documents and prisoner interviews 
made by this reporter indicate that Hanoi is hurting. 


The bombing is biting psychologically. It has forced Ho to 
tighten economic and political controls. Though the econornic 
dam age may not be high in dollar value, the air war has in­ 
creased dissatisfaction and unrest among sizable numbers of 
North Vietnam ese. Hanoi has been forced to adopt tighter 
sabotage and counterrevolutionary laws. 


In a strategy p ap er written a few mon th s b ack North Viet­ 
n am Defen se Min ister Giap mad e it clear on e of h is cu rren t 
major ob jectives was to get th e b omb in g h alted as a n ecessary 
step toward win n in g th e war. 


Hanoi is not about to collapse. A few months back Giap 
wrote out new plans for an extended insurgency. But he is 
short of manpower. The newest units coming south through 
Laos are better equipped but shorter on experience. 


Ho wants to move in for a quick kill, taking advantage of 
the strong cleavages he sees in the United States. A Com­ 
munist notebook captured lately says, “ negotiation . . . con­ 
sists of taking advantage of the enem y’s tem porary and inter­ 
nal frictions and dissensions.” 


Stripped of our own wishful thinking, Ho’s term s require the 
United States to agree in advance to accept defeat. A captured 
document says the peace conference will be conducted in the 
line of “ creating an honorable defeat” for the United States. 


Ho has proposed only to talk about the unilateral uncondi­ 
tional U.S. cessation of bombing and “ a ll other acts of w ar” 
against the North Vietnam ese government. 
Ho does not say that in return North Vietnam will cut back 
in any way on his aggression in the south. 


In fact. Communist documents say, negotiations will give 
them a chance to step up the insurgency. 
During every bombing pause to date, the North Vietnam ese 
have increased the pace of their southern arm s build-up. Pho­ 
tographs have shown huge convoys of arm s and equipment 
rushing to get through the Ho Chi Minh trails before the pause 
ended. 


Communist sources state clearly that if President Johnson 
accepts Hanoi’s term s for negotiations, Ho’s agents will use 
this U.S. agreem ent to convince Asians that Hanoi has won 
the war. 
Road s to Laos an d to S ou th Vietn am b y way of Laos b ran ch 
off at a n u mb er of p oin ts alon g th e p an h an d ie. Recon n aissan ce 
p h otograp h s sh ow th e North Vietn amese are p u sh in g large 
con voys alon g th ese rou tes for attack s on Laos an d S ou th 
Vietn am. It wou ld th u s b e imp ossib le for a resp on sib le p resi­ 
d en t of th e Un ited S tates to h old off on b omb in g th ese military 
movemen ts. 
There is a way for Hanoi to get a further restriction on bomb­ 
ing. Ho can m ake some cutbacks himself. Johnson has said 
that in return he would make a further de-escalation. Com­ 
munist intelligence has certainly informed Hanoi that once 
having made that promise, he would have to keep it. 
What is wrong in expecting Hanoi to make some gesture, 
too, so that we have some evidence of sincerity?

WASHINGTON (AP) - National and world 
conditions seem to be creating a more avora e 
atmosphere in Congress for a tax in cre^ ^ 
The economy, the Vietnam war, the balance-of- 
payments deficit and the gold crisis have already 
been cited by government experts to back their ap­ 
peal for adoption of the 10 per cent tax surcharge. 
Now 
racial

has swept American 
cities and is expected to produce a new presi- 
denUal call for help to the Negro slums. This could

There has been speculation that to pay for slum 
programs. President Johnson could ask for a 
surcharge in excess of the 10 per cent he requited 
last August, but government sources see little 
chance of this. 
The administration, however, has already said 
that condiUons before the racial violence required a 
tax increase of at least 10 per cent. 
Officials said the violence is likely to have a 
greater direct impact on congressional efforts to cut 
spending in programs affecting the Negro. 
In submitting his budget to Congress last January. 
President Johnson singled out six selected areas 
for 
spending 
increases—manpower 
training, 
model cities, programs to control the rising crime 
rate, family planning and health care for mothers 
and infants, air and water pollution control, and edu­ 
cation. 
Some key members of Congress have suggested 
holding spending in the next fiscal year to the 
current level, thus negating any increase in these 
programs. 
This weekend’s racial violence was only the latest 
in a series of events dating back to last November 
which the administration regards as pointing to the 
need for higher taxes in the administration’s 
thinking. 
The chain began with devaluation of the British 
pound on Nov. 18 and the subsequent gold crises, 
climaxed in mid-March by a ban on sales of gold to 
speculators from government supplies and the end 
of the London gold pool. 
In between, the administration sandwiched its 
program to reduce the flow of dollars to other 
countries by $3 billion this year. The core of this 
balance of payments program is the 10 per cent tax 
surcharge. 
In announcing a moderate increase in troop 
strength in Vietnam just over a week ago, Pres­ 
ident Johnson made another impassioned plea for 
the surcharge. 
Although the immediate impact of the racial 
violence is expected to come in low-cost prc^rams

Are We Approa c hing 
De nta l Sha ngri-La ?

Two recent discoveries may bring a new era to 
dentistry — RELAL prevention of tooth decay. 
Dentists now practice prevention in the sense that 
they prevent premature loss of teeth by treating 
tooth and gum disease. But these discoveries are 
important because they come closer to solving the 
basic problem — prevention of disease itself. 
These two decay preventatives, one for children 
and one for adults, have been reported by a research 
team of dental scientists at Indiana University. 
The children’s preventative is a new fluoride 
solution called stannous hexafluorozirconate. It’s 
significantly more effective than stannous fluoride 
(SnF2) now being used by dentists. And like SnF2 
it’s use is simple — it’s applied directly to the teeth. 
Use of the new fluoride solution has substantially 
reduced incidence of tooth decay. The claim is 75.8 
per cent. This same study showed that another 
group of children receiving SnF2 had a reduction of 
only 54.3 per cent. 
In some cases, use of the new solution reduced 
decay as much as 95.5 per cent. 
The adult preventative is a substance called 
sodium dihydrogen phosphate which added to 
regular breakfast cereal has effectively reduced 
dental decay. In a group of adults aged 17 to 58 
receiving phosphate^nriched cereals, dental decay 
was reduced over 20 per cent. 
The cereals used were sugar-coated corn flakes, 
sweetened puffed wheat, sugar-coated alphabet­ 
shaped oat cereal, sweetened crisp rice and sugar- 
coated animal-shaped oat cereal. 
I shudder to think of anyone having to eat this 
sweetened horse food first thing every morning but 
if it prevents decay, it’s worth it. 
This may be the first time that fortification of 
adult diet has produced a reduction of human dental 
decay. If this work can be improved upon, including 
some other means of admission, we may indeed be 
approaching Dental Shangri-La.

Big Packers Gut Smaller Packers 


As we have told you in the past, packers have signed 
contracts. 


Additional Contracts Were Signed Friday 


We now have contracts for all species, cattle, hogs and 
lam bs. We still must sign som e strategically located 
plants. For certain species in some states, we now have 
more contracts than w e need, but there are areas where 
we don't have enough contracts signed to be able to 
activate and enforce a floor price. 


CONDITIONS OF INTERMEDIATE 


A key packer signed a few days ago that has triggered action 
in bargaining in a three state area. Discussions keep getting 
closer and closer to a final agreement on the basic points. 
One load of cattle, one load of sheep, or one load of hogs sold 
¡ust prolongs those decisions. Here ore the facts os we know 
them. 


The big packers are gutting some of the other majors and 
intermediate or medium size packers. For example, in the last 
few days, one of the top 15 packers said he lost $141, 000 in 
the lost four weeks. Another packer, close in size to the majors, 
is about to change management because of losses in the lost 
few weeks. Another large independent meat packer has the 
executive officers desperately wanting to sign, but the chair­ 
man of the board has not yet said yes. Packer after packer is 
talking about the kill losing them money. This has got to bring 
a break- through for farmers. 


KEY TO SUCCESS 


The whole key, of course, is to keep holding whatever length 
length of time it takes. 


The production is in the hands of farmers and if they decide 
to sell their production instead of joining the NFO they are sell­ 
ing out their future and can expect nothing but low prices 
ahead. So what difference does it moke if you feed hogs to 
350 pounds and steers to 1500 pounds? Since groin is still 
cheap and the prices ahead ore low prices, you cannot afford 
to let up now with the progress being mode in signing con­ 
tracts and your future price is at stake. 


Join NFO so that not a bushel of grain 
or a head of livestock moves until it 
goes through contract. Farmers own the 
food and if they shut off the food they'll 
get their price. Keep holding until you 
you get your price. 
There will be a special meeting this Thursday evening, April 
11, 1968, at the REA Building, Sedalia, Mo. , starting at 8: 00 
p. m. All NFO members should attend this important meeting.

B a p tis t, 
she 
experienced 
a 
southern 
upbringing, 
attended 
Notre 
Dame College for women in 
Baltimore,

business 
college in Washington, D. C., 
and got a taste of political life 
by working as secretary for the 
-Georgia 
senator, 
W alter 
George, where she met former 
President Harry Truman, and 
Richard Nixon whose office was 
right across the hall. At 22 she 
was converted to the Catholic 
faith after which she attended 
Lay Missionary school. A nun 
for 13 years now, she has also 
traveled in Arizona and Ohio 
“ The nun had her place and 
had to stay in her place,” she 
commented 
on 
the 
recent 
changes 
in 
the 
church 
Discarding of the traditional 
habit was summed up as more 
practical and comfortable. 
She explained that a nun is 
permitted to go anywhere a 
respectable woman can and she 
rises and goes to bed when she 
pleases instead of the old 10 
p.m. curfew. Nuns are also no 
longer restricted to just the area 
of their task, such as the 
church, school, or convent. 
“ People don’t expect to see 
nuns at the movies,” she said, 
but Sister Gabrilla and two 
companion sisters recently took 
in the spine chiller, in Cold 
Blood.’ “ People have a set 
image of nuns and I think it 
makes it difficult to step out 
and live a normal life.” 
What is a normal life for 
Sister Gabrilla? Besides being 
princ-ipal 
of 
Sacred 
Heart 
Catholic 
Elementary School, 
she teaches a class on religion 
“ I stay pretty busy with my 
school activities.” she admits. 
“ Horseback riding, water ski­ 
ing, and sports are among her 
interests, and her busy schedule 
also includes teaching one night 
a week at the Title 1 program, 
attending 
the 
AA 
group 
meetings. 
NAACP 
meetings, 
and 
participating 
in 
“ living 
room dialogues.” a discussion 
group talking on basic religious 
differences.

She loves to travel and for 
Easter vacation she and two 
other sisters are planning a trip 
to Denver, Colo., complete with 
skiing.

Sister Gabrilla also said that 
make-up. more or less taboo as 
far as nuns are concerned, 
would put a little pink in some 
of paler sisters’ cheeks. 
“ The habit Is one of the 
minor things,” explained Sister 
Gabrilla. “ The whole structure 
has changed and I can now act 
as Sister Gabrilla. The emphasis 
on fiersonal responsibility, the 
latitude for creativeness and 
independenc.'e and development 
of an individual personality and 
person are more significant. 
Conflicts arise, even in the 
convent, but,” she confides, 
“ we are human, and we try to 
work it out in a Christian way.”
